THE SOUTHERN CROSS. 


Its Nam« 
Doee Not 
Quite 
Fit 
Thii 
Wondrous Constellation, 


The Southern Cross, wonderful nllki 
to those living in the southern hall 
of the world and to tho tourist theroto 
Is one of tho most conspicuous and In 
torosting of all the southern conflgura 
tlons. 


Situated at a distance of about thirty 
dogroos fraiu tho south polo, it Is plain- 
ly visible In all regions south of the 
equator, and also to some distancp 
north, about as far as tho tropic oi 
Cancor. Tho farther south one trnvoli 
tho higher in tho heavens will appeal 
tho cross, aud naturally the more con- 
spicuous it becomes. 


It sooms to have received Its name, 
not like tho northern 
constellations 
from tho anolonts, but, llko most of th€ 
southern configurations from the Por- 
tuguoso navigators, during their ex- 
plorations into tho southern 
waters 
It is said that when Dante came oui 
from "Inferno" ho dcohircd that he 
had soon a mighty cross sot In the 
southern Qrmamont, and the naviga- 
tors sot about to find such a flgurt' 
and settled upon this ono as host ful 
Oiling the conditions. 
That it Is diffl 
cult, at llrst glance, to picture this as 
a true cross, Is not suprising, foe had 
it boon named tho "klto." a much 
closer representation could have been 
imagined. 
Tho so called "false cross,' 
midway between tho cross and the 
bright star Canopus, although 
com 
posod of fainter stars. Is much more 
regular and symmetrical In shape. 


Taken all in all, this constellation of 
the Southern Cross, which has beeti 
the wonder of centuries, still holds Its 
place as a remarkable curiosity, even 
with the advance of astronomical in- 
vestigation, and with the data obtain- 
ed 
from th.e spectroscope 
and 
the 
photograph, our efforts still Qnd un- 
limited problems yet to bo solved. 
A.nd 
above all others, that of the Southern 
Cross Is yet far from a complete solu- 
tion.—Leon Campbell In "Peru Today."

weddings Is that they would appear to 
bo a matter of Interest to every one 
e.tcept the parties mostly concerned, 
who often sroo one another for the flmt 
time on tho wedding morning. This ia 
because in a Korean household the 
boys are kept Rpnrt from the girls, the 
father and the sons occupying 
the 
front of the house and the mother and 
daughters living in tho rear of the es- 
tablishment 
Moreover, In their social 
life the boys are not allowed to mix 
with the gentler sex 


Tho parents and friends arrange the 
match In accordance with their own 
Interests, and If both parties agree and 
the bargain is concluded the formali- 
ties aro of tho simplest. There Is no 
rellglousi ceremony and no legal con- 
tract. 


Early on the wedding mom the beet 
man arrives to tie the bridegroom's 
pigtail in a knot on the top of his head. 
This not only remains forever as nn 
outward and visible sign of his condi- 
tion, but entitles him to wear a hat for 
the first time In his life and to be 
treated as a man and enter public life. 
He may be a mere child, twelve years 
of age, but he has no longer any right 
to play with his boy friends and must 
choose his associates among old men- 


He has now all civil rights and Is 
cxpected to behave accordingly. If, on 
tho contrary, a man is unable to afford 
tho luxury of a home and a wife, he 
may reach tho age of fifty, but he must 
still wear his pigtail dewn his back, 
has none of tho advantages of cltlzon- 
Bhlp and Is expected to play with kites, 
marbles and such like. Any folly he 
may commit Is excused in the same 
way as the naughtiness of a child who 
Is not responsible for his actions. 


Tlio wedding <*eremony Itself Is most 
simple. The whole function consists of 
a procession when the bride and bride- 
groom are <'onducted by their respect- 
ive relations to a dais. There they are 
put face to face and probably, as al- 
ready stated, see each other for the 
first time.

Her Name Remembered. 


FIRE LOSS A HEAVY BURDEN' 


Dunng Year 1912 Small Towns Suffer- 
ed to the Extent of More Than 
Fifty Million Dollars. 


There are some great women in the 
age of Elizabeth as well as great men 
who adorned that remarkable period 
of adventure and literary activity, but 
few of whom had their name passed 
on to future generations. 
Perhaps the 
greatest of these was Margaret Roper, 
daughter of Sir Ihomas Moore, who 
was well skilled in Greek, Latin and 
other languages; pi-oticlent In the sci- 
ences. as then known, and as remark- 
able for determination and strength of 
character as the great queen herselt 
Tradition records that 
Queen 
Ell'/a- 
beth offered her a ducal coronet, which 
she refused lest it should be consid- 
ered as a compromise for what she 
considered the judicial murder of her 
father by Henry Vlll. 


The head of Sir Thomas Moore was 
stuck on a pole and placed on Lon- 
don bridge, where It remained 14 days, 
Margaret Roper determined to gala 
possession of this gruesome trophy. 
Aubrey tells how she proceeded; "One 
day. aa she was passing under 
the 
bridge looking up at her father's head, 
she exclaimed, *That head has lain 
many a time In my lap; would to God 
it would fall Into my lap as 1 pass un- 
der it.' 
She hud her wish for it did 
fall into her lap," 
Aubrey's account 
of this miraculous happening Is thus 
explained: She bribed a bridge keeper 
to throw It over the bridge 
when 
ho should see her passing under in a 
boat, and the exclamation 
that 
she 
made was a cue devised between her 
and the bridge keeper. 
When sum- 
moned before the council for having 
the head in her possession, she bold- 
ly declared that her "father's head 
should never be food for fishes." For 
this she was imprisoned, but was soon 
liberated. 
She 
retained 
the 
head, 
which she had enclosed in a leaden 
box and preserved with the tenderest 
devotion.

All that 
distinguishes this instance from thou- 
sands of others Is that it is one of 
the most recent disasters. 


Not less than fifty million dollars in 
real values were lost by fire during 
1912 In small towns and villages with- 
out means 
of 
fire 
defense, 
This 
amount Is nearly twenty-five per cent, 
of the tota,l losses of 1912, aa estimat- 
ed by the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, and Is conservative. 


Conflagrations Involving 
three 
or 
more buildings occurred in 580 cities, 
towns and villages 
in 
the 
United 
States, and In forty places In Canada, 
during 1912. 
Fifty per cent, of the 
number were In towns and villages ut- 
terly without fire defense equipment, 
and 35 per cent, in cities and towns 
with ineflUclent fire department organi- 
zations. 


Money in Grasshoppers. ^ . 


Arthur Hromeg 
and his 
younger 
brothers ol southwestern Rush Coun- 
ty, Kan,, will earn enough 
selling 
dried grasshoppers to buy them a mo- 
torcycle. 


For two weeks the Hromeg brothers 
have been gathering up grasshoppers, 
using a light wagon rigged up with 
big canvas wings which scoop up the 
hoopers by the bushel. 
After they are 
dead they soon dry up. 


The 
Hromeg 
brothers 
learned 
through a relative in the east that 
Syrians and Armenians of the» col- 
onies In eastern cities relish the dried 
grasshoppers, which are ground up 
made into a sort of meal and esteemec 
as a high delicacy, possibly 
having 
some refaemblance of the locusts thai 
John the Baptist and others of Bible 
days had on the bill of fare. 


A Syrian firm In Philadelphia 
Is 
buying all of the dried grasshoppers 
they can get, and the Hromeg boys 
are sending them shipments as fast 
as they can gather, dry and 
pack 
them. 
They are light, are shipped by 
parcel post and easily handled.

SAVING BIRDS FROM SUICIDE 


Perches Built Around the Glaring R»* 
fiectors of Lighthouses Has Di- 
minished the Mortality. 


Qua nt French Town, 


The little town of Honfieur, near 
Havre, la enjoying an 
extraordinary 
brisk season, many Americans making 
it objective point this year, the Kan- 
sas City Star states. 
Honfleur, which 
was lately discovered by artists who 
now flock there every year for sketch- 
ing purposes. Is a typical French fish- 
ing village of tw^o or three genera- 
tions ago. unspoilt by contact with 
modern conditions. 
It is chiefly in- 
teresting to Americans because of the 
preservation, bf an old 
fifteenth 
cen- 
tury building on the quay from which 
Samuel Champlain. 
the 
founder of 
Quebec and after whom Lake Cham- 
plain is named, sailed for the new 
continent in 1603 and on three sub- 
sequent occasions up to 1617. A tab- 
let attached to the side of the build- 
ing announces these facts to the vis- 
itors. 
But besides this old building, 
Honfleur is rich in ancient structures. 
Tt has become 
a 
popular excursion 
from Trouvllle. the fashionable French 
watering place some miles down the 
coast, and the drive between the two 
places Is one of the most beautiful 
In France. 


An Age of By-Products. 


This is an age o£ the utilization of 
by-products. 
The packing industry of 
Chicago led the way in this regard, 
and the lesson Is being learned by oth- 
er industries. 


One of the most instructive recent 
developments'ln this line is the manu- 
facture of paving bricks from furnace 
slag in England. 
Instead of throwing^ 
it out to become a mountain of ugly 
uselessness, the molten slag Is poured 
Into molds, allowed to harden, cooled 
in an annealing oven and sent forth 
ready for use on roads. 
It is claimed 
that these waste-product bricks are 
equal to the best made In more ortho- 
dox ways; and certainly they are good 
enough to be exported in 
increasing 
quantities to Canada and the United. 
States. 


Some day we may get our fuel from 
cornstalks and 
paper 
from 
wheat 
straw. At a still later period we may 
even turn the wheels o( industry with 
that by-product of gravitation known 
as the tides. 
It is a question of in- 
vention.—Chicago Journal. 


Railway Supplies Sold Abroad. 


The sales of American locomotives 
and railway cars in foreign countries 
have been increasing steadily for the 
past five years, but the popularity of 
such rolling stock is confined almost 
entirely to Canada and Latin America. 
In a monograph on the foreign mar- 
kets for railway supplies andv equip- 
ment about to be issued by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, it 
is shown that of $8,300,000 worth of 
railway cars sold to foreign countries 
during the first ten months of the fis- 
cal year 1913. over fS.lOO.OOO worth 
were sold to Canada and the Latin 
republics. 
During the same 
period 
$1,300,000 worth of locomotives were 
shipped to Japan and Korea, but oth- 
erwise the markets for American lo- 
comotives have been limited to the 
American continents. 
The exports of 
electric cars have made a decided 
jump during the past year, but the 
increase is due principally to orders 
for more than $2,500,000 worth of cars 
for Braiiil. 


At last a promising 
remedy 
ha» 
been found to prevent at least part 
of the annual slaughter of birds 
by 
lighthouses. 


A scientist has supplied the cure. 
He is a Dutch naturalist, who made a 
careful study of the manner in which 
lighthouses cause the death of birds» 
and found that In most Instances the 
bird is not killed by the impact of 
flying against a light but by exhaua* 
tlon from flying round the light. 
Ap- 
parently the birds usually succeed In 
veering off as they fly up to a light; 
but then, for many of them, \he light 
still has a fatal fascination, and they 
circle round the great lamp until they 
drop or until daylight comes. 


So this naturalist proposed to put 
perches round the light a little below 
the strongest beams, so that the birds 
might find a resting place when they 
became tired. 
Since the perches have 
been built the death rate among them 
at this light is only two per cent, of 
what it has been.

If a fish bone lodges in the throat 
beyond the reach of the fingers, a raw 
egg swallowed (without being beaten) 
will in most instances carry the bone 
along. 


A good remedy for stomach 
and 
bowel trouble is a ra\y egg taken ev- 
ery six hours. 
The eggs should bo 
partly beaten, though not to froth. 


A little white of an 
egg, 
spread 
over a scald or burn will prevent the 
air from getting to it and 
hastens 
the healing. 


For preserving jelly in glasses, pa- 
per should be cut to fit at the top 
and smeared^ with the raw white of 
eggs, the egg side down. 


A little white of egg curdled with 
a bit of powdered alum will stop a 
sty, if used as soon as the sty appears. 
Be careful not to get the mixture in- 
side the eye; it will do no injury, but 
it stings and is unpleasant- -Journal 
of Agriculture.

This is a simple dessert which may 
be prepared.on short notice: 


White Puading and Chocolate Sauce. 
—Beat together until smooth 
three-

three- more cupfuls of 
milk, and cook twenty minutes in a 
double boiler. 
Then turn into a pud- 
ding dish and serve with

Mix in a saucepan a cup of 
sugar, one and a half squares of choc- 
olate, grated, and four tablespoonfuls 
of boiling water. 
Stir and cook until 
smooth and glossy.

ly a 
cupful of 
currants. 
Drop by 
spoonfuls on a

and 
bake in a moderate oven ur>til the 
cookies are a good brown. 


Curried Rice.—Wash a cup of ric^e 
and put to cook in a quart of boiling 
water with half a teaspoonful of salt. 
Boil rapidly until the rice has ab- 
sorbed all the water; 
set back and 
cook until diT. 
Let stand covered in 
a warm place for an hour. 
For the 
curry, put one and a half tablespoon* 
fuls of butter in a saucepan and add 
a sliced apple and onion: stir and cook 
until brown, add a tablespoonful of 
sugar, one of flour and a teaspoonful 
of curry powder.

no stock Is at hand, use water with a 
teaspoonful of beef extract.

Revel in Fine Orchards 


Gettysburg, Sept 11.—The members of 
the State Horticultural Association, here 
for their annual summer meeting, were 
to-day taken as guests of the Adams coun- 
ty organization through the apple belt of 
the county in a long line of automobiles 
Adams county is this year reaping its 
richest bärgest from the apple crop, the 
fruit selling aa high as $3 50 a barrel, and 
the trees being heavily laden 


The visiting fruit growers were taken to 
many of the principal orchards of the 
county, where they studied the methods 
employed by local growers, several of 
whom will receive from $20,000 to $30,000 
each for their crops. 


Following this trip of inspection all met 
in the official hall of the association at 
Bendersville, the centre of the fruit belt, 
and an informal meeting closed the ses- 
sions of the past two days, which were 
characterized by vhscuseions of methods 
for orchard work, advertising and dispos 
al of the fruit and legislation for the ben- 
efit of packers and growers. 


Rev Michael A Noel. 


Rev. Michaol A Noel, assiptant rector 
of the Church of the Jesu, Philadelphia, 
died on Thursday morning at the rectory, 
Eighteenth and Stiles streets, after an ill- 
ness of several months, which developec 
into pneumonia, 
Father Noel, who was 
57 years old and was for years conspicu 
ously identified with work among con 
vieta at Philadelphia and in New York, 
was born on the old homestead, at what 
is known as NoePs Mill, along the York 
'pike a short distance beyond Abbotts 
town, a son of the late Mr, and ^Irs. Mi 
chael Noel. 


After attending a private acjidemy ho 
made his early theological studies with the 
Jesuit Fathers at Conewago, Pa , and at 
the age of 17 left home to enter the Jesuit 
Order, making his novitiate at Frederick, 
Md. 
After several years' study he com 
pleted his philosophical course at Wood- 
stock College,Md., and taught,as a scholas 
tic for fi.ve years at Holy Cross College, 
Mass. 
He returned to Woodstock Col 
lege to complete his theological studios and 
was ordained to the priesthood in August 
27, 1888, 
After spending a year in the 
second novitiate. Father Noel was appoint 
ed to the mission band, and for two years 
traveled through the East, 
conducting 
missions. 
He was then made superior at 
White Marsh, Prince George'^ county, 
Md., where he remained for three years, 
relinquishing this position to became chap- 
lain at Blackwell's Island. N, Y, 


At the end of lour years he was, through 
ill health, obliged to leave the island, and 
came to Philadelphia as one of the assist- 
ant rectors at the Church of the Jesu, He 
was subsequently sent back to Blackwell's 
Island because of his popularity among 
the inmates, and about four years ago re- 
turned to the Gesù. 
He was chaplain of 
the Eastern Penitentiary and was untiring 
in his efforts to comfort the inmates and 
minister to their spiritual needs. He took 
deep personal interest in the convicts and 
aided many of them after they were re 
leased. 


His funeral was hold on Monday morn- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock. Startingat3:30o'clock 
on Sunday afternoon, thousands of per 
sons of all creeds passed the catafalque in 
St Joseph's College to pay a last tribute. 
Interment was made in Holy Cross Cem- 
etery.
